Furgeson vs. James A. Boyd was rev­ 
ersed in the Appelate conrt Friday 
by Judge Wiley. 
The following are the paragraph 
answers: 
( 1) 
Where 
contracts ex­ 
ecuted contemporaneously 
with 
a 
warranty deed show that it was ex­ 
ecuted as mere security for a loan, 
the rule applies that “ once a mort­ 
gage always a mortgage . ” 
(2) Contemporaneous construction of 
a deed by the parties as a mere sec­ 
urity, 
persisted iajfor several years 
will be followed by the courts as 
against any ambiguous or indefinite 
showing that it evidenced a condi- 
tinal sale. (3) Where the grantee was 
put in possession four years alter he 
had been given a deed executed as a 
mere surety, and at the same time of 
giving possession it was orally agreed 
that he should hold possession until 
the profits paid his debt, the grantor 
is entitled to an accounting on de­ 
mand. 


WILL MAKE A 


According to the schedule of the 
seed corn train, to be run over the en­ 
tire Pennsylvania mileage in Indiana, 
made public yesterday, says a morn 
ing paper, the corn wizards w ill visit 
165 Indiana towns and villages be­ 
tween February 25th and March 13th. 
This is the greatest task of this char­ 
acter ever assumed in any State, the 
longest trip ever scheduled in Iowa, 
where so much has been accomplished 
by this method, being only two weeks. 
“ We are going to stir things up dur­ 
ing those fifteen days,” said Prof. G. 
I. Christie of the Purdue Experiment 
Station, who was in town yesterday. 
“ We are going to be able to visit all 
sections of the State and it is onr in­ 
tention to present in even a more con­ 
vincing manner than in the past if 
possible the gospel of good seed corn 
and carry home to the growers the 
great need of more iteliigent selection 
and care 
Indiana is waking up to 
the importance of this matter in a way 
that is going to tell in a material way 
in a short time. 
Three lecturers will 
be heard at each of the stops. 
We are 
preparing some convincing charts and 
a liberal supply of station literature 
will be distributed.” 
During the fifteen days that they 
are out the corn men w ill live on the 
train, the Pennsylvania supplying a 
dining car, a baggage car and a sleep 
er. 
It is the intention to hold large 
meetings each night. 
In the party 
will be Prof. Christie, D. F. Maish. 
of Frankfort, president of the Indiana 
Corn Growers’ 
A ssociation; C. B. 
Benjamin, of Leroy, member State 
Board of 
A griculture; T. 
A. Cole­ 
man, of Knshville, and J. P. Davis, 
of Sheridan. 
The special w ill be in Rnshville 
March 6th, and w ill “ sidetrack” here 
for the nightjwhena night session will 
probably be arranged.

Santa Claus Was Introduced in 


to America by the Dutch 


of Holland 


I heard the bells on Christm as day 
Their old. familiar carols play. 
And wild and sweet 
The words iepeat 
Of peace on earth, good will to men! 
—Longfellow. 
The celebration of Christmas as a 
special fesival is said to have begun in 
the first century, and during the life 
of the Apostle John one tradition of 
the chnrch accredits him w ith inaugu­ 
rating the custom. 
In England the Christm as decora­ 
tions may rem ain in the churches dur­ 
ing the month of January, but must 
all be cleared away before February 
2, or Candlemas day. 
In France it is a common practice 
to celebrate Christm as by giying an 
extra ration to all domestic animals 
on the theory that all creatures should 
rejoice at this season. 
In the fourth centruy, the celebra­ 
tion of Christmas was fixed by the 
Latin chnrch for December 25, 
Be­ 
fore that time it had been a movable 
festival, like Easter. 
Santa Claus 
was introduced into 
America by the Dutch of Holland. 
He is the American representation of 
the German Knecht Rupert. 
Among the English common people 
Christmas is lnckv when Saturday is 
the day of the Nativity. 
Christmas mince pies in the seven­ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries were 
made with a coffin-shaped crust, to 
represent the manger. 
In Silesia there is a superstition 
that a bov born on Christm as day 
must be brought up a lawyer, or he 
will become a thief. 
(He may 
he 
both). 
In all the Htates Christm as is a le­ 
gal holiday, and in South Carolina the 
two following days are also holidays. 
The leaves proper to use in C hrist­ 
mas decorations [are those of holly, 
mistletoe , laurel and rosemary. 
ln^Spain it is believed by *the com­ 
mon people that£the ants hold relig­ 
ious services on Christmas day. 
The Eastern chnrch formerly observ­ 
ed Christmas on January 6th. 
In old England. Plum porridge was 
always served with the first course 
of a Christm as dinner. 
The custom of giving piesents on 
Christmas day is general throughout 
the Christian world.

A No table Career. 


Mr. Bryce is one of the forem ost 
statesm en in England. 
His selection 
is attrib u ted to the imi» ortance given 
the Am erican mission by those at the 
head of the governm ent 
Mr. Bryce is sixty-eight years of 
age. 
He was born in Belfast on May 
10. 1838. 
His father was the Rev. 
Jam es Bryce, a clergym an or the es­ 
tablished church. 
His preparatory ed­ 
ucation w’as in the high school and 
U niversity of Edinburgh. 
Later he 
entered T rinity college, Oxford, from 
which he was graduated In 1862 with 
the degree of B. A., and in 1870 with 
the degree of D. C. L. 
At the end of 
his term he wms elected a fellow of 
Oriel college. 
His career in Oxford 
w’as notable and he finished as an 
honor man. 
He practiced law from 
1867 until 1882. 
He was appointed 
regius professor of civil law at Oxford 
in 1870, and retained that position 
until 1893. 
In 1879 he first entered polities as 
a Liberal and went to the house of 
commons in the following year. 
His 
w ork in the house was em inently suc­ 
cessful and ho proved to Tie a leader, 
sccurihg the passage of m any im port­ 
ant m easures. 
W hile a m em ber of 
the house he declined to accept the 
im portant post of legal adviser to the 
Council of mdia. 
In 1885 he was sec­ 
retary of state for foreign affairs, aud 
in that year he was m ade chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancaster, with a seat 
in the cabinet. 
He held that post un­ 
til 1892 
Three years later he was a 
m em ber of the board of trade, but be­ 
cam e unpopular as a result of his op­ 
position to governm ent concessions 
for lighting and railways. 
In 1894 he was chairm an of th« 
royal commission 
0:1 secondary educa­ 
tion, and was m ade a fellow* of the 
Royal Society in the sam e year. 
He 
m arried Miss Elizabeth Marion Ash­ 
ton of Ford bank , M anchester, in 1889. 
He is the author of m any inqiortant 
work s, including “The American Com 
m onw ealth," and holds degrees from a

Reg arding Six tieth Ohio . 
Columbus, O.» Dec. 22.—“T he m uster 
out rolls in the adjutant general's of­ 
fice at Columbus, O., copies of which 
were furnished by the w ar depart­ 
m ent. show* this regim ent to have been 
m ustered out and nonorably discharg­ 
ed on Nov. 10, 1863. at Chicago. III.” 
This is the concluding paragraph of 
a statem ent issued by A djutant Gen­ 
eral Critchfield in reply to num erous 
queries concerning the record of the 
Sixtieth 
Ohio 
volunteer 
infantry, 
w’hieh has recently been called into 
controversy. A djutant G eneral C ritch­ 
field declares: 
“It Is a m ystery on 
w hat authority the statem ent has been 
m ade that this regim ent was discharg­ 
ed because it war- disorganized, m utin­ 
ous and w orthless 
The Sixtieth Ohio was organized, ac­ 
cording to A djutant G eneral Critch- 
fleld's statem ent, on Feb. 23. 1862. and 
m ustered into service on April 27 the 
sam e year. 
It served in W est Virginia 
and 
M aryland until its capture at 
H arjiers Ferry on Sept. 15, 1862. 
The 
m em bers were paroled as prisoners 
and inarched to Annapolis and from 
there transported by rail to Camp 
Douglas, Chicago, 
along 
with 
4,000 
other men. 
“W hile 
in 
this detention 
cam p.” 
General Critchfield says, “much dissat­ 
isfaction arose, as the men were idle 
and unarm ed, but nothing serious oc­ 
curred except the destruction of some 
projverty consisting of barrack s and 
lum ber. 
This m atter was investigat­ 
ed by a board of survey, w’hich found 
that $2.169.65 had been destroyed and 
should be charged to 4,652 men of thir­ 
teen different organizations from five 
states, and the report was m ade twren- 
ty-seven days after the Sixtieth regi­ 
m ent had been m ustered out.” 
Gen­ 
eral Critchfield quotes from the official 
records of the rebellion to show' that 
the regim ent had been commended for 
bravery on three different occasions. 
Tn the appendix to the president’s 
recent 
m essage 
regarding 
the 
dis­ 
charge of the negro troops at F ort 
Brown are cited several instances of 
sum m ary discharge of troops as prec- 
dent for the president’s action. Among 
these instances is the following: “The 
Sixtieth Regim ent Ohio Infantry Vol­ 
unteers w’as sum m arily discharged on 
Nov. 10. 1862, pursuant to a telegram 
from the w ar departm ent, because the 
regim ent was disorganized, m utinous 
and w orthless.”
